After a meeting of the Constitutional- 
ists, today, @t which an eddress was 
drawn up for presentation to the gov- 
ernment, dernanding the administration 
of Finland in accordance with the 
terms of the constitution of the Grand 
Duehy, Prince Jebn Obolensky, the 
Governor-General, announced to a 
utation sent by the meeting that 
had been instructed from St. Peters- 
burg that the Diet ikmmedial be 
called in extraordinary session to 
late for Finiand. 

The members of the Senate who had 
continued te perform their functions 
under Count Bobrikoff’ and Prince 
Obolensky all handed in their resigna- 
tions in compliance with the demand of 
the Constitutionaliets, and the fact of 
these resignations wes telegraphed to 
St. Petersburg.
